Another official step has been taken, in the movement to 
have the Gettysburg-Washington Memorial Boulevard con­ 
structed, with the introduction of a hill in Congress, Thurs­ 
day, by Senator James J. Davis. 
The new measure, read twice and referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Post Offices and Post Roads, provides for the con­ 
struction of the Memorial Boulevard “on a location approved 
by the Washington-Gettysburg Memorial Boulevard Com­ 
mission established under Public Resolution No. 19, 74th 
Congress and to which Commission the Bureau of * Public 
Roads submitted a report concerning alternative routes for 
such a highway on May 25, 1936.” 
Plan Originated in 1935 
The Washington-Gettysburg Memorial Boulevard, linking 
the Lincoln Memorial in Washington with the Gettysburg 
Battlefield, originated January 21. 1935, with the introduction 
of a bill into the House of Representatives in Washington by 
Congressman Harry L. Haines. 
The measure was approved 
by Congress and signed by the President. 
The bill provided for a Com mis- • 
sion of ten m em bers, appropriated

"W e recognize th a t the turnpike is 
already built and is here to stay.

posed. 
B ut we do w ant an d we do i 
ask th e state to m ake a survey th a t 
will prove or disprove w hat we say 
here about the losses in business, 
property values and taxes th a t will 
follow th a t extension," M r. Shuck 
asserted. 
Buckius Says Lincoln Highway 
M ust Be M odernized 
C. H. Buckius, deputy secretary of 
highw ays, In a spirited address told 
the 
gathering 
th a t 
th e 
Lincoln 
highw ay m ust be m odernized and 
th a t th e departm ent wishes it could 
be done in two years. 
"In 1911 the state highw ay sys­ 
tem totaled 8,835 miles ol road and 
in 1937 the total m ileage th a t we 
have to build and 
m ain tain 
was 
40,522 miles. 
These additions have 
held back m odernization 
of m ain 
highw ays. 
T he 
departm ent 
has 
neurly four tim es th e w’ork to do 
th a t it had in 1930 but it h as had 
no increase in revenue. 
If we w ant 
to m odernize our m ain 
highw ays 
we will have to quit adding to the 
highw ay system ," he said 
in 
ex­ 
plaining the problem of tile h ig h ­ 
way 
departm ent 
in 
m eeting 
tin* 
road building requirem ents of to ­ 
day. 
He told of $4,000,000 expense in ­ 
curred in guaranteed snow'-rem oval 
on 19,000 miles of the system and 
of th e efficiency m ethods of th e d e­ 
p artm ent th a t have greatly reduced 
m aintenance costs in recn t years. 
"W e have been saddled w ith so 
m any m ore miles of road to m a in ­ 
tain th a t our $16,000,000 m a in te n ­ 
ance cost in the 1934-35 biennium 
increased to $23,500,000 in th e 1938- 
39 biennium . 
By the end of the 
next biennium it is likely th a t th e 
d ep artm en t will have no funds for 
construction except to m atch fed­ 
eral aid appropriations." 
W hile the state gets several m il­ 
lion dollars of federal highw ay aid, 
Mr. Buckius said th a t th e sta te con­ 
tributes from highw ay funds several 
tim es th a t am ount.

art. science, literature, invention, 
and social happiness have reached 
heights that could be looked upon 
only as dreams a few centuries ago. 
Today we know more about pre­ 
serving life than ever before in the 
history of the world—and yet, sad 
to relate, we have learned more 
about destroying than ever before. 
We know' how this has come about 
—but why has it come about? 
H. G. Wells, in lits nook “The 
Outline of History,” gave a very 
clear picture of the movement of 
Tim* through the hands of man, but 
when he came to discussing reli­ 
gion he stated that after all these 
centuries, since the birth of Christ, 
we liad not learned to put into 
practice the simple religion which 
he initiated—that of love and serv­ 
ice. 
If you love ;>eople and try to do 
something to better their lot in the 
world, you are not going to devote 
any time to injuring them, or to 
getting them killed! Yet that is 
what war does. 
I am convinced that war will be 
with us forever unless we adopt as 
a ruling scheme in our personal life, 
and in the halls of government, the 
simple principles of love and un­ 
selfish service toward all men, all 
races, and all nations. 
It has been said that religion 
makes people soft. It docs just the 
opposite. It makes people strong. 
Take the oppressed and conquered 
countries of Europe today. Those 
who have gone to the concentration 
camps have been those who refused 
to surrender their religion and their 
belief in God as the highest author­ 
ity in this life. 
There is not enough material in 
all tiffs wonderful world to make 
enough guns and tanks and planes 
to kill the Spirit of religion and 
faith that is imbedded in the human 
heart. W hat is needed is an awak­ 
ening of this Spirit—and when it is 
awakened, then, and not until then, 
will there be a new. permanent, aud 
happy order in tiffs world!

build the turnpike it, at the same 
time, wanted to decrease federal aid 
to free roads. 
“We promise you that the Lincoln 
highway will not be forgotten and 
that everything possible will be done 
for it consistent with the defense 
objectives of the state and the n a­ 
tion.” 
John Jordan, Bedford 
attorney 
and treasurer of the highway asso­ 
ciation. responded to Mr. Bucking, 
saying: 
“We consider the highway depart­ 
ment as friendly to our requirements 
and we know it has its limitations. 
Nevertheless, we call on the highway 
department for the Lincoln High­ 
way’s proportionate share of new 
construction in each county." 
Senator Ealy Speaks 
State Senator Charles H. Ealy, 
president of the senate, follow’cd Mr. 
Jordan and described the Lincoln 
highway as a natural route. He re­ 
ferred to the interest of taxpayers 
located 
along 
the highway 
and 
pointed out that there are no tax­ 
payers on the toll turnpike. 
“If we do not improve the Lincoln 
highway as fast as possible, we will 
destroy the people who pay the taxes 
that make tile state run. I ask the 
highway department to view this 
proposal .in that ligjit.” 
William S, Livengood, secretary of 
Internal Affairs, said the mistake 
was made years ago when Lincoln 
highway people did not insist on the 
route being modernized—“probably 
then there would have been no toll 
route.” 
“People today,” he said, “are fre­ 
quently blinded by appropriations 


because we view with alarm the dif­ 
ficulties that communities are ex­ 
periencing in collecting taxes. Most 
of the taxes collected from property 
values along the Lincoln highway 
go to municipalities ana counties. 
The less the tax, tile less the income 
and then we have a problem. 
“Tile 
figures 
quoted 
here 
are 
astounding and I believe you have 
the right to ask the state to prove 
or disprove them before going fur­ 
ther. 
If it is proven that you are 
right in your losses, or even nearly 
right, then tile Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania cannot afford not to 
build tile Lincoln highway and to 
find die money with which to do 
it.” 
Livelihood Astounded at Loss 
Secretary Livengood blamed many 
of the troubles of today on cen­ 
tralization and said, in this con­ 
nection, that he believes “we have 
reached the point of diminishing 
returns 
in 
central 
government. 
Everyone wants the government to 
do everything for them.” 
In conclusion he said: 
“You are on the right path in 
defending your property. Don’t cry 
like a woman for the loss of that 
which you do not defend as a man. 
I suggest that you base your claim 
tor a modernized Lincoln highway 
on two points- -first, that it be 
modernized as a tourist road and, 
second, as an auxiliary road for 
national defense. 
L. Ii. Association Means Business 
President Shuck, in closing tile 
meeting, said that the Pennsylvania 
Lincoln Highway Association is a 
strong organization, that it means 
business and intends to defend its 
property rights and to fight aggres­ 
sively for complete modernization. 
He said again th at the association 
is not organized to oppose the toll 
turnpike nor its extensions, and that 
the turnpike is referred to only be­ 
cause "it is the cause of the present 
predicament of those living and em­ 
ployed along the Lincoln Highway, 
“When people get hurt they band 
together. This group has been hurt 
and they are going places. 
They 
want to go places hand-in-hand 
with the highway department. The 
answer to this im portant problem 
is the early, complete modernization 
of the Pennsylvania Lincoln High 


cost. 
The senior Senator from Pennsyl­ 
vania, 
who 
introduced

measure, said “The road provided 
in this bill could be linked to the

constructed 
Pennsylvania 
Super-Highway Turnpike w h i c h 
stretches across two-thirds of the 
length of Pennsylvania. 
Industrial 
Pennsylvania ranks highest among 
the states iii producing military’ 
equipment and means must be pro­ 
vided to distribute that equipment 
to all points in the country, especial­ 
ly to tile nation's capital. 
He fur­ 
ther stated: 
“Our defense equipment and 
materials mast be made flexible 
by providing the best roads pos­ 
sible over which equipment, sup­ 
plies, and men can move at the 
highest speed possible. Modem 
warfare makes great uses of 
surprise moves and we must be 
able to meet any such move. 
Tiffs is a large country with 
many frontiers to defend.

LANDSCAPES AND MOUNTAIN TOPS 
From my earliest recollection I have been a lover of nature. To me 
the sight of a mountain or valley has always been charming. The pictures 
which nature has presented to my eye have been more interesting and 
attractive than those furnished by art. To stand on a lofty eminence 
and survey the surrounding country’ has been one of the choice pleasures 
of my life. Hence from my earliest recollections I have embraced every 
opportunity to indulge tills habit. A mountain has always been an object 
of admiration to me. 
The region of country in which I spent my boyhood was hilly and 
the landscape diversified. About four miles distant the northern end of 
the Blue Ridge mountains were in view’. 
I can remember well how 
often I looked with admiration at the distant range and felt a desire to 
get a closer view. When quite a small boy, not over six years of age, 
my father took the family to visit some friend:, in Carlisle. To mr the 
most wonderful sight on th* journey were the mountains we crossed. 
The gorge at Mt. Holly made a distinct impression on my mind. 
Ever 
since I have lost no chalice to view the beauties of nature from elevated 
spot*. It has been my good fortune during my life to look upon some 
of the most celebrated pictures of this kind that the country affords 
I wTite of them in this chapter with fond recollections and pleasure. 
Mountain Climbing 
One picture of this kind that has lingered In my memory, was a 
climb with sonic other boys up the mountain side, back of the old Kid­ 
derminster Factory, at Mt. Holly in the summer of 1844. We had gone 
over to attend a political meeting in* the place. 
We clambered up the 
rough side, over the rocks and through the laurel bushes, till we had 
j view of the great Cumberland Valley that luy beyond. 
In the distance 
we could see the spires and lofty buildings of Ca rite. Ie, six miles away. 
| While we were there the Carlisle delegation approached and we had a 
; clear view of the procession as it moved along the highway. 
To meet 


J it another delegation advanced from the villas*. 
T hat w'a# preceded 
| by the beautiful ba!!. As it slowly revolved in advance, the brass band 
; played the tune of “Huff to the Chief" the sound of which floated up

strafed last night for the institute 
of radio engineers a t the CBS stu­ 
dios by the network’s 
chief 
tele­ 
vision engineer, Dr. Peter C. Gold­ 
mark, who has been concentrating 
on its development. The head view 
of a beautiful girl 
with red 
hair 
ribbon comprised the climax of the 
test in which various objects were 
placed before the camera. 
To observers, the color pictures, 
when compared with those in black 
and white, were much more pleas­ 
ing to the eye, the density of the 
color being about like that in the 
movies.

Find Signs of Indian 
Burial in York County 


A skull believed to be that of an 
Indian was unearthed Thursday aft­ 
ernoon by a workman digging a 
drain ditch near a warehouse on 
the old section of the York road 
near New Cumberland. 
Robert 
Mellinger, 
of 
Windsor, 
made the discovery. Chief of Police 
Lloyd A. Killing,er, of New Cumber­ 
land, was notified and ordered work 
stopped pending the arrival of York 
County Coroner *L. U. Zech. 
An indication as to the possible 
origin of the skull was disclosed 
when it was learned that a complete 
Indian skeleton was uncovered about 
ten years ago just across the high­ 
way from the warehouse. 
At that time excavations were 
under way for a house. The skeleton 
was unearthed and is now in the 
state museum at the capitol. 
Tile 
excavated airt was removed across 
the road to where the warehouse 
now stands and used as fill and 
where the skull yesterday was un­ 
covered. 
The New Cumberland chief of po­ 
lice said he thought the skull might, 
have been transferred in the process 
of removal of the dirt for the house 
excavations.
